sitivity to the question: Did you ever knowingly do secret work for Soviet- 
Russians, U®, or Communists? which he answered "No" • Be explained this sensitivity 
by stating that, although he had express permission to deal with the YIS, that is, 
after all, a u Communist ,f service* After this explanation, sensitivity declined, 
and it is believed that subject is not hiding anything of importance in this 
connection* While subject appears to have told the main truth about his post, he 
continued to be slightly unhappy with the question: "Ape you trying to conceal 
somethin officially important about your past from me? ** which he answered u tfo u • 
Subject made a partial admission in that ha stated the medals he had been awarded 
KiH not been awarded "official ly 11 but that his superior had told him he would get 
them* He had never got them* It would appear that subject is withho ldin g infor- 
mation of probably secondary importance about his past* Subject Appears to hove 
told the truth about his relations with and security toward the emigration, and 
explalmd that his whole success with them depended on his being able to conceal 
fran them his connection with us; i* e*, subject does not appear to be trading 
i n f ormation but services <f a liaison nature between the two hostile groups* 

Subject does not appear to be conesaling major sources of income not reported to us* 

I There may be soma what more to subject s connections with the Italian IS than 
he states, but serious deception in this regard does not appear indicated* Subject 
does not appear to be seriously involved with German, French, or British IS* .
